FEDERAL TREASURY 
SHOWS DEFICIT III 


OVER HALF DILLION 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 15.—UP)— 
Cold figures emphasized the diffi- 
cult financial position of the gov- 
ernment anew today, the deficit 
passing the half 
billion 
dollar 
m'ark. 


For the first three and a half 
months of the fiscal year, which 
began July 1, the treasury books 
show the government to be $502,- 
106,600 in the red. 


Even as this wu.3 revealed, fis- 


cal experts of 
the 
department 


were pondering over how to ad- 
just the situation—whether taxes 
should 
be 
increased. President 


Hoover has said the study will 
continue some time, with no de- 
cision likely before congress 
re- 
turns to work in December. 


The deficit is $485,000,000 more 
than it was for the same period 
of the previous "fiscal year. At the 
close of business October 13, the 
government 
had 
collected from 
all sources $629,768,231 and had 


. spent 
$1,131,874,831. 


The 
receipts 
were 
$250,000,000 
less than collected in the same 
period of -last year, and the ex- 
penditures 
$200,000,000 more than 
spent in the first two and one- 
half months of the 1931 year. 


The seriousness of the govern- 
ment's financial position 
became 
apparent early this year when in- 
comes taxes dwindled away at an 
alarming rate and the government 
finished the fiscal year on June 
30 with a deficit of $903,000,000. 


The chief cause of that deficit 
was a decrease of $550,000,000 in 
income tax collections.

"Europe owes us billions, which

gold,1' ho said. 
"As France 
and 
the United Statss have 65 per cent 
of the world's gold in their vaults, 
Europe cannot pay in gold. Neith- 


lion dollars. Secretary Mellon ad- 
vocates a. general sales tax to ob- 
tain increased revenues to balance 
the budget. Such a tax would bu 
a burden on the poor. If new tax- 
es are to be levied I favor an in- 
crease of the inheritance taxos on 
the great fortunes of the land."

Lowest Wages 


In 15 Years is 


Paid Farm Hands 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct.. 15.—UP)— 
Farmers, faced with an abundant 
supply of help and the necessity 
of cutting production costs are 
paying their hired men the lowest 
wages in 15 years. 
The agriculture department's in- 


dex Oct. 1 was 113 per cent of the 
pre-war average as compared with 
350 per cent a year ago. 
The usual seasonable trend of 


higher wages from January to Oc- 
tober, the end of the harvest, has 
been reversed this year. 
The in- 


dex fell from 128 January 1 to 113 
in October. 
This trend has been accompan- 
ied by a decline in demand for 
help and an increase In supply. 
The demand Oct. 1 was 69 per 
cent of normal as compared with 
75 a year ago and the supply was 
113 as against 106.

DONNELL DISCUSSES 
FORD FARM PLAN IN 


INDUSTRIAL PAPER 


The following article by J. H. 


Donnell, llotorial 
representative 


from this district appeared in the 
Sept. 24 issue of Manufacturers' 
Record and deals with the propos- 
ed combination of factory 
and 
farm work by Henry Ford:

Editor Manufacturers' Record: 
In recent editorials the Manu- 


facturers Record 
discussed 
the 
tendency of industry to locate in 
smaller centers and urged South- 
ern communities to try tc secure 
more industrial plants. 
I would 


like to ofer some suggestions in 
line with the view expresed in the 
editorials, and also in connection 
with Mr. Ford's proposal of com- 
bining farming and 
manufactur- 


ing.Mr. Ford's plan, as I understand 
it, is for the manufacturer to own 
a large farm near 
the factory 


where employes might work part 
time. A better plan would be for 
factory owners to purchase a largo 
tract o£ land suitable for farming 
near some soros town or vilagu 
where the factory could be located, 
such tract to be cut up into small 
farms of 25 to 50 acres each. Mod- 
ern tc-pricod, comfortablo homes and 
other 
improvements should 
be 


placed on these small farnii, and 
a few cows and hogs and'^poultry, 
and all necessary teams and tools 
furnished to each farm, the num- 
ber depending on the size of the 
employe owners' family. 
These 


farms should bo sold to employes 
on ten years' timo, payments to ba 
made monthly, the livestock and 
farm tools to be sold on three 
years' time, payments either week- 
ly or monthly. 
The working days in the factory 


should be six hours or.ly. 
That 


would give the employe several 
hours daily to put in on the farm. 
This plan would be much better 
than to divide tho work in the 
factory an.l on the farm by sea- 
tons, as probaly contemplated iu 
Mr. Ford's plan. 


No argument is needed to prove 


that individual farm ownersMp is 
much preferable to Mr, Ford's plan 
cf one large farm being cultivated 
by the employes for wages. 
The 


latter smacks 
too much of the 
Russian plan. If the employe is 
working for himself on his own 
home fM'm he can and will put in 
overtime, and will be amply repaid 
for the extra labor. 
It is because of tho advantage to 


accrue from daily labor on the 
farm, 
especially as to handling 


livestock and 
poultry, that the 


South is better than other sections 
of the country for carrying out a 
combination plan of factory and 
farm work. 


Of all the states in tho South 


perhaps no other will equal Texas 
for combining factory and farm 
operations. 
Large tracts of good 
farming land can be procured at 
reasonable prices near towns or 
cities and within a short ha.ul of 
the greatest oil field in the world, 
where fuel oil 
can be 
bought 


cheaper than anywhere else in the 
United States. Texas has the larg- 
est sulnhur mines, and sulphur is 
extensivelv used in many manufac- 
turing Industries. 
Texas i.s the 
largest nroducer of many raw ma- 
terials for manufacture, such 
as 
cotton, wool 
and mohair. Texas 
also has large supplies of hard- 
woods as well as oft pines.

After the war, while, in Saloni- 
ca which is the Thessalonica of 
the New Testament—I 
wad 
re- 


peatedly warned that I was likely 
to be assassinated, because mis- 
taken for Mr. Veniselos, whom I 
somewhat resemble in appearance. 
This explained the dark and fur- 
tive looks and whispered confer- 
ences that I frequently encoun- 
tered. At that time, Mr. Veniselos, 
the greatest statesman Greece has 
produced for centuries (though he 
really is a Cretan), was in public 
disfavor. 
And Salonica is prone 


to express its sentiments by bul- 
lets and knives. 
More than one 


king has been killed there. 


It is still a turbulent city, as it 


was in Paul's day. During the 
war, when first I was there, as- 
sassinations were reported almost 
daily; and British officers and sol- 
dier's were forbidden to go out 
alone after dark. 
A trifling illus- 


tration of the Salonica mood was 
the usage, in the White Tower 
Restaurant, where officers ate, of 
calling a waiter's

by 


throwing a plate on the floor!

ever fascinating city of Salonica, 
with its curious blending of the 
Orient and the Occident.

The Lord whom the Old Testa- 
ment presented

Shepherd, the New Testament por- 
trays as a Heavenly Father.

the Savior, at bitter cost, to earth 
to be a Way-shower, a Reconciler 
a Redeemer. In

which Jesus opened for man. the

public spitting. Dr. Potts emphat- 
ically told his hearers to keep ba- 
bies and small children away from 
chronic coughers.

A conditional accord on a plan 
to 
keep 
approximately 7,000,000 


bales of cotton off the market for 
at least a year has been reached 
by the farm board, the American 
Cotton cooperative association and 
southern banking interests. 


The program, based on granting 


of new credits and extension of 
old 
obligations, 
was announced 


last night by representatives of 
the various agencies involved aft- 
er 
an 
all-day executive session 
here. 


Under it southern banks would 


agree to make or renew loans on 
at least 3,500,000 bales with ma- 
turities not earlier than July 31, 
1932. 
With this financing 
com- 


pleted, the farm board will agree 
ot extend obligations of the Amer- 
ican Cotton Cooperative, approxi- 
mating 2,000,000 bales, until July 
31, 1932, with the further pledge 
that if southern legislatures ef- 
fect 
"substantial 
reduction 
from 


the acreage this year," the board 
will continue to hold its cotton 
an additional year. 


It was further agreed by the 


farm board that so long as ex- 
tensions are granted to the cotton 
cooperative, the cotton stabiliza- 
tion corporation will maintain its 
nresent holdings of approximately 
1,300,000 bales. 


The agreement to hold by the 


farm board carried only the pro- 
viso "unless such cotton can be 
sold at 
a price of more than 


12 1-2 cents per pound, based on 
the near month of the New York 
cotton exchange." 


James C. Stone, chairman, and 


Carl Williams, cotton member, rep- 
resented the board in the delib- 
erations.
